DIPHTHERIA  AND  WOOPING-  COUGH  IMMUNISATION.  °C' 

For  another  year  again  it  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  there 
were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  - or  Whooping  Cough. 

Inoculations  against  these  two  diseases  were  given. by  the  local 
Medical  Practitioners,  and  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centre  which  is  held 
on  alternate  Tuesday  afternoons.  Parents  are  advised  to  take  the 
opportunity  of  protecting  t.ieir  children  in  this  way. 

Sixteen  children  under  5 years,  of  age  received  full  primary  inoculations 
and  one  child  received  a booster  dose.  '•  •

WATER  SUPPLY . 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  for  1956  was  !&/„  approx 
received  from  the  three  springs  situated  at  the  junction  of  the  Cynnant 
Fawr  and  Cynnant  Each  rivers  and  Q2c/0  from  the  Tonn  Borehole  situated 
North  of  the  Town  of  Llandovery  in  the  land  of  the  Tonn  Farm. 

The  Cynnant  trunk  main  is  subjected  to  a back  pressure  to  provide 
sufficient  pressure  to  supply  the  Cynghordy  Housing  Estate  in  tie 
Llandeilo  Rural  District . It  serves  a total  of  58  premises,  41  houses, 

8 farms  one  school  and  one  chapel  in  the  Rural  District,  and  6 dwellings 
and  one  farm  inside  the  Borough  of  Llandovery. 

The  oast  iron  main  is  steadily  reducing  its  delivery  to  the  service 
reservoir  supplying  the  town. 

The  Tonn  Borehole  has  operated  as  a temporary  supply, since  1952. 

A scheme  has  been  prepared  for  submission  to  the  Ministry  for  the 
making  of  this  supply  into  a permanent  supply.' 

Treatment  of  Supply. 

The  water  is  chlorinated  by  means  of  a drip  feed  of  a solution  of 
"Mores  and  water  into  the  service  reservoir. 

The  acidic  and  corrosive  property  of  the  water  is  treated  by  means  of 
a drip  feed  of  a solution  of  Sodium  Carbonate  and  Solium  Silicate  into 
the  service  reservoir. 

It  is  proposed  to  provide  chloros  treatment  plant  and  a lime  saturation 
plant  at  the  head  of  the  Tonn  Borehole  which  will  provide  a more 
iniform  and  satisfactory  treatment  of  the  supply. 

The  Supply . 

The  quantity  is  satisfactory,  but  a hardness  of  2 to  3°  would  provide 
added  protection  to  the  water  fittings  in  the  Borough. 

The  quantity  of  water  available  when  the  Tonn  Borehole  is -fully  operative 
with  a standby  pumping  unit  in  a second  borehole,  will  be  enough  for  the 
future  need  of  the  Borough  of  Llandovery. 

Cynnant  S upp ly . 

The  delivery  to  the  service  reservoir  in  the  Borough  of  Llandovery  was 
estimated.-at  4,971,000  gallons  an  average  of  13,713  gallons  per  day. 

Tonn  Borehole  Supply. 

The  total  amount  of  water  supplied  from -the  Tonn  Borehole  was  25,184,132 
gallons  an  average  of  68,823  gallons  daily  an  average  increased  yield  of 
8,730  gallons  daily. 

Total  Consumption  in  the  Borough . 

The  total  consumption  in  the  Borough  was  27,513,132  gallons  an  average 
daily  consumption  of  82,536  gallons. 

Supply  Distribution. 

The  whole  district  with  the  exception  of  one  farm  and  three  isolated 
houses  have  water  from  the  public  water  mains. 

Water  Sampling . 

The  water  is  checked  for  residual  chlorine  every  two  days  at  my  office 
being  usually  .1  to  .05  p.p.  million  being  checked  by  a Lovibond  Comparator 
The  five  Bacteriological  samples  taken  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory.  One  chemical  sample  was  tak%n  and  submitted  to  the  Public- 
Analyst  his  remarks  were  as  follows: 

1, 
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It  is  a water  of  good  organic  purity  and  satisfactory  bacteriological 
condition.  I am  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  suitable  for  drinking  and  all 
domestic  purposes.  It  has  a slight'  plunbo  solvent  action  but  the  above 
results  show  that  it  soon  forms  a"  protective  coating  on  the  lead,  after 
which  no  further  actiion  takes  place. 

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEME. 

The  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal  Scheme  is  still  under  construction,  the 
estimated  completion  date  is  the  spring  of  1958. 

P^-ivy  Conversion  & Connection  Scheme. 

Four  years  have  passed  since  the  acceptance  of  the  Closet  Conversion  Scheme 
tender.  Due  to  the  unrealistic  prices  of  the  tender  rates  due  to 
variations  in  prices  of  materials  and  labour  compared  with  present  day 
rates,  and  to  advisability  of  rearranging  the  connections  in  certain 
sections  of  the  Borough  to  keep  above  the  ground  water  table  it  has  been 
considered  more  realistic  to  revise  the  whole  scheme  and  readvertise  ^ 
for  new  tenders  on  a lump  sum  basis.  - 

It  is  hoped  that  the  scheme  will  commence  in  the  Auntumn  of  1958. 

PUBLIC  CLEANSING.  : 


Household  refuse  is  removed  twice  weekly  and  deposited  in  the  area  of 
Llandeilo  Rural  District.  Planned  control  tipping  is  difficult  as  the 
land  is  not  owned  by  the  Council. 

Paper  and  cardboard  salvage  is  not  collected  by  the  Council. 

The  refuse  is  collected  with  a Karrier  Gamecock  Refuse  collecting  motor 
vehicle.  The  sweeping  of  Borough  roads  are  carried  out  by  Borough  Council 
employees  and  the  County  roads  by  Borough  employees  on  behalf  of  the 
"''ounty  Council.
